For the past two years I have been working on a change in direction. Painters can 
acheive a painterly quality with their medium, but this is hard to accomplish 
with glazes. They drag and absorb into the pot as you pull your brush a6ross the 
surface. I have been experimenting with underglazes to acheive some freedom,but 
with control, on the form. The forms are kept simple, more as a canvass to work on. 
The clay is stretched to acheive a heavy texture on the surface. Black underglaze 
is put on the leather hard piece and then the colored underglazes are added. There 
is one firing in an electric kiln.
